development (6M out of $10M)- I do not doubt that the State 
will be able to afford at least this expenditure of 410M. between 
now and 1957. This appears so from the estimated revenue 

figures given in Appendix A of the State Treasurer's note at (9) 
on 59710/47 behind, which, according to the information below, 

is inclined to err on the cautious side.

25 This outline, based on a memorandum prepared 
by the Development Secretary, Sarawak, in 1948 on the 
economic and financial situation of the State, estimated 
that a sum of $25,000,000 would be available from the 
annual surpluses of Revenue over Expenditure for 
development and welfare programmes. 


Die While it now appears probable that this 
surplus has been underestimated, this figure has been 
accepted as the basis upon which a rough plan could 
be drawn up and it has been decided that {310,000,000 
might be set aside, over the next 10 years, with a 
provisional breakdown as follows:-
